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An  act  of  Congress  approvecf.March  3, 1931,  authorized  an  annual 
appropriation  of  ?ioo,ooo  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  librarian  of  Congress  in  order  to  provide  books  for  the  adult 
blind  residents  of  the  United  States.  The  Librarian  was  further 
authonzed  to  arrange  with  such  libraries  as  he  might  judge  appro 
pnate  to  serve  as  local  or  regional  centers  for  the  circulation  of 
these  books.
